The following Intelligence is received per the 
Diana, Captain Amory, from Briftol. 
Lonpvon, December 2g. 

The Rhine as well as the Waal is now frozen 
over. ‘The French, we learn, are moving to- 
wards Gorcum; but we are ignorant of their 
numbers. We expec foon to come to an action 
with the enemy, unlefs we prevent it by our ufu- 
al expecient—a retreat. It is hardly poflible 
that any circumflance, a treaty excepted, can 
intervene to prevent the French from toon mik- 
ing themfelves mafiers of Holland. It is impof- 
fible to deferibe the concern and anxiety exhrbit- 
ed on the countenances of almofl every man a- 
mong us who has any direction of our opera- 
t10ns. 

DUTCH CORRESPONDENCE. 
Hague, December 28. 

At a very early hour this morning, a courier 
arrived here with the following intelligence : 

On the 27 (yelierday) the French made a ge- 


neral attack on all the points of the frontier of 


the State: they were the more {nccefsful, becaule 
the ice in the rivers and inundations had been 
rendered fo flrong by the fevere and continual 
froit, as to enable them to crofs without diffcul- 
ty, and to attack our pofts in front and rear. 
They thus forced the troops of the ftate to re- 
treat, to prevent their being entirely cut off. 

In this way the enemy became matters of the 


~ Canton of Bommel; and as they had crofled the 


Waal, a part of the troops ftationed in the afore- 
faid Canton near Rradaal, retreated during the 
night to the vicinity of the Dyke of Dalem, to 
prevent their being cut off either fide of Gorin- 
chem, which would otherwife be the cafe. he 
other troops in the Canton of Bommel, who had 
repaired to the fecond pofition, retreated towards 
Gorinchem, leaving behind them fevera! hun- 
dreds of men. In the Longttrant all the pofts 
were attacked at the fame time; and from thence 
the enemy proceeded to the polts of Capellen 
and Wafpicke, which, after an obftinate refitt- 
ance, were obliged to retreat towards Geertrui- 
denberg. 

At 10 in the morning the enemy alfo attacked 
the right wing of the lire of defence, ftationed 
in the wood between Geertruidenberg and Breda: 
they turned the lunette conftructed there ; and at 
the departure of the courier, were employed in 
attacking the forts of Steelhoven.
